TORONTO.—And Joseph opened all 
the storehouses, and sold unto the 
Egyptians; and the famine waxed sore 
in the land of Egypt, 

Aaron Sapiro, another Hebrew by 
the way, and sometimes alleged to 
be the father of the “Wheat Pool” 
idea, recently took occasion to deny 
the gentle imputation that he was the 
originator of that great idea. Mr. 
Sapiro was addressing the Saskatch- 
ewan section of the “United Farmers 
of Canada” on the subject of the 
“Wheat Pool,” and in the course of 
his address undertook to answer cer- 
tain accusations against the speaker 
made by enemies of the Wheat Pool 
and intended to prejudice the mind of 
the Saskatchewan farmers against the 
“Pool” idea on account of its alleged 
origin. 

Replying to this particular “aceusa- 
tion,” Mr. Sapiro said: “They said 
more; they said that I originated this 
idea, and that, somehow, therefore, 
it must be bad! Well, that I did not 
like, because, first of all, it is not true. 
I did not originate it; it is not even 
an idea from the United States; it is 
a British idea and it has been used in 
British South Africa, in Australia and 
British Columbia. In British South 
Africa they even apply it to the sale 
of ostrich feathers. All I did about 
this was to talk about it, the same 
as I am doing tonight, and if any of 
you or your friends have a prejudice 
against it because it came from me it 
seems that such prejudices should dis- 
appear. It is a British idea with a 
wholly British origin, that does not 
need to be feared by anyone merely 
on account of its birth certificate.” 

The speaker might have even gone 
farther back than the application of 
the “idea” to the sale of ostrich 
feathers in British South Africa, 

For according to the Biblical narra- 
tive from which the quotation at the

West of Strathmore it is estimated 
that the crops are at least 75% des- 
troyed, and the particularly unfortun- 
ate part is that in that section the 
rain fall has been fairly good for this 
season, and the crops were looking 
very encouraging especially with the 
expected prices for grain.
